Israel, Egypt set to sign 
buffer zone policing pact

Israel and Egypt this morning 
will sign a Joint agreement for the 
policing of the buffer zone which 
will be established between the two 
countries when Israel completes its 
withdrawal to the interim Has 
Muhammad -El -Art ah line on Fri- 
day. 

The agreement will be signed by 
the chairmen of the delegations to 
the Joint Military Committee. Tat- 
Aluf Dov Sion and Brigadier- 
General Safey-Eddin Abu Shnab. 

By terms of the agreement each 
side will establish eight lookout 
posts along the 400-kilometre 
border with no more than 10 men in 


each. In addition, eight Joint 
roadblocks will be set up with three 
men from each country present. 
Any day-to-day problems will be 
referred to the Joint committee. 

Final details on the policing of the 
entire agreement, which will in- 
clude American observers in addi- 
tion to Israeli and Egyptian 
representatives, are currently be- 
ing finalized In Egypt between 
Defence Minister fixer Welxman 
and his counterpart. General 
Kamal HAssan All. The U.S., in ad- 
dition to operating overflights and 
the Sinai Field Mission, is supposed 
to send 200 men to the region, hut 
apparently no move has been made 
on this.

Handover ceremony on Friday 

Sinai interim pullback 
to be completed today

The lost Israeli troops stationed 
west of the Ras Muhammed-EJ- 
Artsh line will be withdrawn today. 

The area 1s scheduled to be hand- 
ed over to the Egyptians on Friday, 
completing Israel's withdrawal to 
the interim border between the two 
countries until the peace process is 
technically completed in April 1982, 
when the entire peninsula will be 
returned. 

The withdrawal includes the 
strategically Important Gldi and 
Mitlc passes; the Um Hashiba. 
Jahol Yalek and Jabel Ma'ara com- 
mand posts; and the Refidim 
military complex and airfield. It 
will be marked by a modest 
military ceremony at noon. 

Only a token contingent of 
soldiers, working in liaison with the 
Egyptians, will remain in the area 
to complete the handover process. 

Today's evacuation marks the 


end of a nine-month race against 
the clock by the IDF to pull back 
and redeploy Its forces, ss agreed 
upon in the Camp David accords. 
Most of the forces being pulled out 
have already moved Into perma- 
nent bases in the Negev and other 
parts of Israel, while some of them 
will take up positions slang the new 
line until the final withdrawal. 

Over the past nine months the 
army has spent 113.221b. dismantl- 
ing, transporting and reconstruc- 
ting 103 major military In- 
stallations, Including 47 full-fledged 
military bases. Over 3.300 buildings 
and 87,000 tons of equipment were 
moved. Almost 2S0 kilometres of 
water mains were pulled up, and 
201 kilometres of roads paved as 
part of the move. Armoured 
vehicles of all types were moved — 
most of them on trailers. 

To date Israel has returned 14,000 
square kilometres of the Sinai to

Israel’s embassy in Egypt- 
11 rooms in Nile Hilton

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said yesterday that Israel’s Cairo 
embassy will open next Sunday at 
the Nile Hilton and stay there till 
permanent quarters are found. It 
will occuoy ts ronma; he- told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

Diplomatic relations between 
Israel and Egypt, due to be opened 
on Saturday January 28, will in fact 
be set up one day later because of 
the Jewish Sabbath. A team of 
Israeli officials has been in Cairo 
for over a week scouring the capital 
for a suitable building which could 
be leased as a chancery. 

Ambassadors are due to be ex- 
changed a month later, on 
February 26, under the terms of the 
Camp David agreement. Egyptian 
officials have not yet arrived here 
to search for an embassy building. 

Several Knesset Committee men, 
mostly from the coalition, criticized 
the idea of opening a mission in a 


hotel. Yehuda Ben-Meir (NRP) and 
Yosef Rom (Likud) said tbe hotel 
location conveyed “an impression 
of impermanence" and insisted 
that any building, even for a short 
period, was better than a hotel. The 
Israeli flag flying at the hotel would 
be only one of many other flags, 
hoisted to signal tbe presence of 
dignitaries from other countries, 
they said. 

Begin replied that it was better to 
open on time in a hotel than not to 
open at all. He understood from the 
Israeli officials in Cairo, now look- 
ing for premises, that their difficul- 
ty had not been the result of any 
deliberate Egyptian policy. 

The Israeli team would stay in 
Cairo looking till at least the 
weekend, he promised. 

Ben-Meir said the embassy 
should have taken premises in an 
outlying suburb, "even a slum 
quarter if need be" rather than go 
to the Hilton.

Egypt, Israel announce

Postal rates for Israelis writing 
to Egypt will be the same as those 
to Europe: IU3 for an airmail 
letter, IL12 for an aerogram, XL8 
far an airmail postcard, and IL180 
for a surface mail parcel weighing 
from I to 3 kilos. Telegrams will be 
charged at ILB4.30 for the first 
seven words. 

Telephone and telex services are 
also due to start on Sunday, with the 
tariff to be announced In a separate 
notice. 


Gov’t favours U.S. oil company

The American oil company N.ep- 
■tunc has been given drilling 
‘preference by the Israel govern- 
ment throughout the country over 
all government-owned oil com- 
panies. This was what Dr. Elazar 
Barak, the lead of Hanah. the Oil 
1 Exploration Investment Corpora- 
tion, told the Knesset's Energy 
Commltte yesterday. 

The Neptune company dls- 
-covered and developed the Alma oil 
. field In southern Sinai which It was 
forced to abandon a few months ago 
within the framework of the peace 
agreement with Egypt. 

Neptune, Barak said, is making a 
selsmologlcal survey throughout 
Israel at its own expense. Only If 
Neptune decides It is not Interested 
In drilling at any given spot may the 
Israel National Oil Company and 
Lapldot start drilling there. 


for new immigrants. 
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The agreement with Neptune 
provides that. If oil is discovered, 
the state will get aome 30 per cent of 
receipts by way of payments and 
taxes. Further, Hanah will enjoy a 
10 per cent partnership in every oil- 
bearing well. If other foreign com- 
panies want to prospect for oil in 
Israel, they will be able to do so, 
and Neptune will have no first op- 
tions, unless these are granted for 
specific areas. 

The committee was also told that 
geophysical research in Israel is in- 
•sufficient. Research alone needs 
32m. next year, with a further 
S 20 m. needed for prospecting, a 
sum that will come from Alma's 
profits. 

The government has not proposed 
offering oil company shares to 
Israeli Investors because of the 
dangers they pose for the small in- 
vestor. But foreign investors will- 
ing to put up at least $ 23,000 are 
welcome. 

Hanah sees the Mediterranean as 
Its prime area of development In 
tho next few years. When deep-sea 
drilling off the country's chore line 


is complete, there are plans for a 
larger number of test drillings 
along the continental shelf close to 
the coast. 

A geophysical survey of the 
coastline has already been made 
together with a well-known foreign 
firm and the results are now being 
processed. 

The main problem to oil prospec- 
ting, the committee members were 
told, Is that to achieve the best 
possible result, prospecting must 
be Intensive, and this is a costly 
business far which it is difficult to 
raise money in Israel. For examl- 
pte. In the offshore drilling, a drill- 
ing ship should be at sea for some 
300 days a year. 

Yoasl Lingovsky. director 
general of the Israel National Oil 
Company, a subsidiary of Hanah, 
protested to the committee that the 
preferential treatment given to 
Neptune was favouring the com- 
pany too much and might create a 
precedent. 

Neptune Is now to drill in the 
*Shlzof area in the north, where it 
will have 58 per cent of the rights.

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Nobel laureate arrested 

Soviets exile 
Sakharov 


MOSCOW. — Soviet Authorities 
cracked down yesterday on 
their most outspoken internal 
critic. Dissidents reported that 
nobel laureate Andrei Sakharov 
was arrested In a Moscow 
street, and the state-run media 
said he had been stripped of all 
his Soviet honours for “subver- 
sive activities." 

Plainclothes police outside 
Sakharov's Moscow apartment told 
Western reporters to "go to 
Sheremetyevo.” Moscow's Inter- 
national airport, raising specula- 
tion that the outspoken human 
rights activist was being summari- 
ly deported to the West. 

But there was no official indica- 
tion of Sakharov's whereabouts and 
no sign of him at the airport. 
Dissidents told reporters Sakharov 
was arrested in a Moscow street. 
His apartment building in 
southeastern Moscow was subse- 
quently sealed off by uniformed and 
plainclothes police who said a 
"search was in progress.” 

Ruth Grigorievna Bonner. 
Sakharov's mother-in-law. told 
Western reporters that Sakharov 
was picked up In mid-altemoon out- 
side his Moscow apartment. later 
reunited briefly with other relatives 
In Moscow and finally flown out of 
Moscow's Domodedovo airport at 
nightfall with his wife. Yelena 
Bonner. 

Bonner quoted Sakharov as say- 
ing that he was being taken to 
Gorky, an Industrial and transport 
centre of 1.3 million people. 

The city — like several other ma- 
jor Soviet cities — is closed to 
foreigners. Internal exile there 
would cut many of Sakharov's con- 
tacts with foreigners and other 
Soviet dissidents. 

Speculation also continued that 
the Soviet authorities might be sen- 
ding Sakharov to exile In the West, 
as Lhey did with novelist Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn in 1974. 

Sakharov was on the passenger 
list of an Austrian Airlines plane 
that arrived from Moscow yester- 
day, but did not arrive aboard the 
flight, a spokesman for the 
Austrian state police said. 

The spokesman said he knew of 
no reason for Sakharov not arriving 
when he was on the passenger list. 
“But we believe he might arrive on 
one of the two flights from Moscow 
tomorrow (Wednesday},” he add- 
ed. 

In Washington, U.S. State 
Department spokesman Hod ding 
Carter could not confirm absolutely 
that Sakharov has been arrested 
but said his well being is of “grave 
concern" to the U.S. 

"It has obviously popped Into our 
minds that there Is some kind of 
relationship” between the tense

state of U.S.-Soviet relations and 
the moves against the dissident 
physicist, another U.S. official said. 

"It may well be that they are do- 
ing something they have wanted to 
do for some time and finally think 
they can get away with." he said. 

And the International League for 
Human Rights, of which Sakharov 
is a vice-president and board of 
directors member, said yesterday 
it has cabled Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev to express grave 
concern over Sakharov's arrest and 
urge his Immediate release. 

The League, with headquarters in 
New York near the UN, said In a 
statement, "in the last decade. 
Sakharov has become a symbol of 
the struggle for human rights In the 
Soviet Union. His arrest today con- 
stitutes a stark denial of the right of 
free expression in the Soviet Union 
as guaranteed by international 
law." 

Until now, Sakharov — winner of 
the Order of Lenin and the title of 
Hero of Socialist Labour tor his role 
as “father of the Soviet H-bomb” — 
has been handled gingerly by Soviet 
authorities. He Is still a member of 
the prestigious Soviet Academy of 
Science. 

His work on nuclear projects led 
to what he once said was a 
"broader, human perspective” and 
led him to act as a champion of 
rights for other dissidents. 

In reporting the stripping of 
Sakharov's awards, the Govern- 
ment newspaper “Izvestia" noted 
his longtime activism and said: 
"Andrei Sakharov has been conduc- 
ting subversive activities against 
the Soviet state for a number of 
years.” 

Dissidents and Western 
observers interpreted the unex- 
pected assault on Sakharov as a 
direct Soviet response to U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's anti-Soviet 
campaign.

Thatcher offers Britain 


as alternate Olympic site 


LONDON. — Prime Minixter 
Margaret Thatcher yesterday 
offered Britain as an alternative 
site to the Soviet Union for some of 
the sports scheduled for the 
Moscow Olympics. 

She told the House of Commons 
that she was writing to the British 
Olympic Association to urge the 
International Olympic Committee 
to switch the Games from Moscow. 

Government officials said an 
urgent study was being conducted 
of sites throughout the country that 
could be used for Olympic sports. 

The International Olympic Com- 
mittee has made clear on many oc- 
casions that It was both legally and 
technically Impossible to move the 
Games. "They will be held In 
Moscow or nowhere," an IOC 
spokesman said. 

In Melbourne, Australian Prime 
Minister Malcolm Fraser called for 
an Australian boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics unless the Soviet 
Union pulled Its troops out of 
Afghanistan. 


U.S. Congress wants 
Olympic boycott 

WASHINGTON (AP). - The se- 
cond session of the 96th Congress 
opened yesterday with a nearly un- 
animous call for a U.S. boycott of 
the 1980 summer Olympics in 
Moscow. 


New Zealand announced a wide 
range of measures against the 
Soviet Union, as well as Us support 
for shifting the Games from 
Moscow.

U.S. 6th Fleet 
ships to visit Haifa

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Credit freeze will continue through May

Ministry's budget In Israeli pounds 
(replacing imports) by 10 per cent, 
or even as much as 17 per cent, 
which he said would mean printing 
an additional ILlb. In 1970 terms. 


Gafny further demanded that the 
State Revenue Commission in- 
crease its real Income by extending 
tax collection by 5 per cent, or HAb. 


He endorsed H u rv itz 'a conclusion 
that painful cuts in. public service 
were unavoidable, -and also ap- 
proved of a smaller defence budget 
He opposed enlarging the proposed 
state budget, which he claimed was 
still too Mg, but said that its com- 
ponents could be rearranged accor- 
ding to changing, priorities. 


Gafny warned that If Israel did 
not want to sink deep Into stagfla- 
tion, it had to ad on two fronts: It 
must he ensured, he said, that a 
cost-of-living compensation agree- 
ment prevent extreme pay fluc- 
tuations, and wage agreements 
must not be reopened. 

Finally, Gafny demanded that 
the state avoid taking the lead in 
raising prices, and actually press 
the private sector to lower its 
prices.

El A1 ired at Histadrut 
opposition to firings

TEL AVIV. — Tbe Htotadrut's ob- 
jections to the proposed dismissal 
of 1,000 E3 A1 workers may torpedo 
all tbe agreements reached 
between the airline's workers and 
management, and cause the com- 
pany losses of over 8100m. next 
year, management sources. in El A1 
told The Jerusalem Poet yesterday. 

Employees had reached an 
agreement with the management 
about the dismissals, which they 
understood to be necessary to the 
company's future existence, the 
sources said. 


“We are not against the 
Hlstadrut's intervention with con- 
structive proposals in work dis- 
putes, but Its declarations now that 
the dismisEmia must be postponed 
can do nothing but harm,*' It was 
claimed. 

The Histadrut announced yester- 
day that the airline's demand for 
dismissals was not operative, and 
should be seen merely as a sugges- 
tion tor discussions. 

.. The acting chairman of the 
Histadrut's trade union section, 
Rehavia Ofek, yesterday demand- 
ed that El A1 first try an alternative 
work system for six months before 
any debate on personnel cuts. 

He waa referring to El Al's plan 
to present the works committees 
and the Histadrut with lists of 1,000 
candidates for dismissal. The Hats 
are being completed this week. The 
Post has learned. 


The Histadrut and tbe works 
committees also Intend to discuss 
each proposed dismissal separate- 
ly, taking maximum advantage of 
the 114 days' grace period given In 
El Al's work agreement. 

Ofek emphasized yesterday that 
the Histadrut “cannot agree to tak- 
ing the easy way of mass dis- 
missals. before every other 
possibility for saving has been 
tried." 

El A1 yesterday said the dis- 
missals were a direct function of 
the company's savings 
pregramme, which includes cuts In 
operations and reduction of per- 
sonnel similar to those being made 
now by all International airlines. 

Earlier thin week, El Al's house 
magazine detailed the voluntary 
pension plan being offered by 
management. Tbe plan offers, 
among other benefits, 100 to 150 per 
cent of tbe usual severance pay, ac- 
cording to the worker's age and 
seniority* plus tbe sum each worker 
has accumulated In the pension 
fund. 

Thus, a 82-year-old worker with 
21 years* seniority will receive 
some IUa., a 46-year-old worker 
with 21 years'senlority will receive 
up to ILa..5m., and a 35-year-old 
worker with ll years' seniority will 
receive about HAm. • 

Only 200 workers have so tar ask- 
ed far more details of the plan. 
Many believe that they will receive 
the same benefits' if they hold out 
and wait until they are dismissed, 
an El A1 source said.

Agenda agreement reached 
in N. Ireland peace talks 


BELFAST (UFI) . — Peace talks on 
the future of Northern Ireland took 
a majoi* step forward on Monday 
with agreement of Roman Catholic 
and Protestant representatives on 
an agenda for the constitutional 
conference arranged by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
government. 

Tbe agreement was reached at 
the fourth session of the conference 
which began on January 7. The 
talks had been in danger of break- 
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lug down in a dispute on whether 
the question of Irish unity could be 
discussed. 

Tbe solution to the dispute was 
not disclosed and a news blackout 
was maintained on the 
deliberations in tbe former 
Northern Ireland Parliament 
building at Storm data, a Belfast 
suburb.

At quarrels over the agenda at 
previous sessions Hume insisted on 
the right to discuss power sharing 
between Roman Catholics and 
Protestants in a government for 
Northern Ireland, and also the right 
to raise the Issue of unity with the 
Irish Republic. Paisley had 
threatened to walk out if the agenda 
allowed such discussions.

Workers intend to cripple 
ports, industry with strike

TEL AVIV. — ■ Israel's ports, air- 
ports, radio and television broad- 
casts will be paralysed' on Sunday 
wben an estimated 100,000 workers 
hold a 24-hour warning strike 
against the government's economic 
policy. 

The strike, called by 12 powerful 
works committees, will alao include 
the Dead Sea Works and tbe Elec- 
tlric Corporation. Israel Aircraft 
Industry employees will hold 
protest meetings. They bad asked 
to be excused from the strike part- 
ly because the company la In finan- 
cial difficulties. 

The strike is designed to protest 
against the government's plan to 
cut allowances for children and Its 
refusal to update income tax 
brackets which means that some of 
the compensation for price rises 
will go to the treasury in Income 
tax. It Is also meant to underline the 


workers* objection to tbe 
government’s plan to freeze wage 
agreements and to condone pockets 
of unemployment, according to 
Rafi Lehavi, chairman of the air- 
port workers committee. 

The committees had originally 
scheduled their strike for today. 
But on Sunday they decided to post- 
pone H In response to a proposal by 
Ylsrael Kessar. chairman of tbe 
Histadrut's trade union depart- 
ment, that they coordinate their ac- 
tion with the labour federation. 

■ Yesterday Kessar suggested the 
seamen and tbe port workers strike 
one day, tbe airport workers on 


another, and the others on a third. 
Kessar argued the committees had 
better not fire their most powerful 
weapon at the start of their cam- 
paign. 

However, Lehavi' said last night 
that the workers still had lots of am- 
munition in Sjtore. ■ “It's only the 
begirt ng," be continued. Prolonged 
strikes' could ensue, he said.

Tanzanian army 
rounds up 
Ugandans 


KAMPALA, Uganda (AP). — More 
than 30 villagers from tbe outskirts 
of Kampala were taken to Tanza- 
nian army barracks for questioning 
Monday night after three soldiers 
were killed in the village by an 
angry mob. 

The dead Tanzanian soldiers, 
witnesses said, were killed in Ka- 
jansl Trading Centre on Sunday 
night after they tried to take- 
money, beer and watches from 
residents. They had earlier tried to 
obtain drinks in a bar without 
money, residents claimed. 

After several attempts to sum- 
mon police help, “The people 
organized themselves and started 
chasing the soldiers until three of 
them were killed." 

Tanzanian troops on Monday 
morning swept down on Kajansl 
Trading- Centre, located about 9 
km. from Kampala, and began in- 
terrogating residents. 

Nearly 2,000 persons were round- 
ed up. village residents claimed 
yesterday, and many were made to 
sit under the scorching sun for 
hours and were severely beaten 
before being released. 


Prof. Fritz Baer 
dies at 91 


Yitzhak Fritz Baer, Hebrew 
University Professor (Emeritus) of 
Mediaeval Jewish History, (tied 
yesterday at his home In? 
Jerusalem. He waa 91. 

Baer, born in HaJberstadt, Ger- 
many, immigrated to Israel in 1930, 
and. was tbe founding father of the 
Jerusalem school of Jewish history. 

Baer was educated at Freiburg 
and Berlin. His scholarly work 
focused on the history of the Jews 
In mediaeval Christian Spain and 
the social and religious history of 
Jews during tbe Second Temple 
period. 


An honorary doctor of the Hebrew 
(* University, Baer received tbe Israel 
Prize for Jewish Studies in 1908, and 
the Rothschild Prize In 1964. He was 
a member of the Israel Academy of 
Sciences and Humanities, a founder 
of the Historical Society of Israel 
and an editor of the quarterly 
magazine "Zion" on research In 
Jewish history. Ho Is survived by 
two sons. Prof. Shalom Baer, of the 
Hebrew University's department of 
physical chemistry, and Dr. Yosef 
Bncr. an agronomist, conducting a 
training project in Jamaica, and a 
daughter, Hadassa Gorcn.

Jerusalem authorities concerned 
by mounting attacks on Christians

The Jeruaalem municipality ha* 
spent at least ILlOO.OOO during thfr 
post two month* repairing damage 
done to Christian institutions by 
vandals the city believes are linked 
to Rabbi Melr Kahane’s Kach 
movement. 

Despite promises for stepped up 
police patrols near Chrletlan sites 
euch a* the Baptist church on 
Rehov Mnrklas. the Dormitlon 
Abbey on Mt. Zion, the Russian 
Orthodox Church at the Russian 
Compound, or at stores such as the 
Zion Houac Bible shop on Rehov 
Hanevl’im. police have been unable 
to prevent dozens of incidents of 
window breaking, slogan smearing 
and even physical attacks on Chris- 
tian clergymen in the city. 

It is city policy to pay for the 
repair of any damage done during 
"inter-ethnic" violence. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
said yesterday that "the polloe 
should deal with the perpetrators of 
these acta the way they deal with 
the perpetrators of terrorist out- 
rages," adding that the damage 
done to the clty'a reputation of 
tolerance is "unbearable." 

According to city and police 
sources, four teenagers who ad- 
mitted belonging to Kaeh have been 
arretted in two a operate incidents. 
Polloe files have been opened 
against them, but because of their 
age the four have been assigned to 
probation officers instead of being 
brought directly to court. ' 

City official* note that none of the 
four is Israeli born — two are Rus- 
sian Immigrants and two American 
Jews. Many of Kahane's followers 
are from these two groups, with 
many of the Americans in Israel for 
brief stints as students before retur- 
ning to the U.B. 

One city official involved in the 


matter described the Kah&ne peo- 
ple as "baby Khomeinis, fanatics 
fighting a holy war without any 
reason," 

Incidents reported to police In- 
clude the smashing of the stained- 
glass windows at the Dormitlon 
Abbey, after moiled and telephoned 
threats were received at the Mt. 
Zion monastery. At the Rehov 
Norklss Baptist Church, which is 
linked to the Southern Baptist 
Convention of America, twice since 
late December windows have been 
broken and a door smashed. 

At least 10 times, vandal* have 
sprayed anti-Russian slogans on 
the white walls of the Russian Com- 
pound. and the secretary of the 
Russian Orthodox Church In Israel 
has received several letters 
threatening him and his six- year- 
old son. 

Other Incidents are even more 
severe. A week before Christmas a 
youth wearing a skullcap and 
shouting curses in American 
English burst Into the Christian In- 
formation Office at Jaffa Gate and 
began destroying the Christmas 
display at the office. A group of 
tourists tried to stop him. and he 
ran out of the office, disappearing 
In the crowded market alleys. (Also 
In the market, priests have been 
spat at and cursed by young 
religious Jews.) 

In a recent letter to Kollek . David 
Jaeger, liaison secretary of the 
United Christian Council In Israel, 
complained of the "mounting anx- 
iety within the Christian com- 
munity. ..caused by recently 
stepped-up activities of anti- 
Christian fanatics.."- 

Jaeger's letter specifically cited 
Kahane's group, but It also men- 
tioned other “anti-Christian" 
groups, a possible reference to anti- 
mission activists from Mea 
Shearlm. 

City officials said yesterday that 


“since a strong hand wasn't used 
against the Kahane people when the 
attacks on the Russian Orthodox 
Church began increasing during 
December, the Mea Shearlm people 
feel that they can step up their at- 
tacks." The officials said that they 
distinguish between the anti- 
mission activists and the Kahane 
people, "only In terms ef whom it la 
easier to Identify right now. But if 
we could identify the violent anti- 
mission activists, we certainly 
would take equally harsh steps 
against them." 

City officials thus link the alleged 
Kach action* with anti-mission ac- 
tivities by violent extremist Jews 
from Mea Shearlm, who may be 
responsible for spraying the walls 
of the Bible Society shops with 
swastikas and slogans, calling the 
shopowners "pig* and Nazis'" and 
saying “Missionaries go home." 

Similar slogans and swastikas 
have been painted on secular 
schools in the city, as well as St. 
Joseph's monastery that also 
serves as a school for many 
diplomats* children. At St. 
Joseph's, signs pointing to both the 
monastery and the school have 
been destroyed by vandals. 

The official* say they are press- 
ing police to adopt a more 
aggressive stance vis a vis the 
Kahane group. Several priests from 
the Russian Orthodox Church, aa 
well as East Jerusalem clergymen, 
have said they are willing and able 
to Identify attackers. 

Both Kollek and the city council 
this week sent urgent letters asking 
Premier Men ahem Begin to public- 
ly -deplore the vandaliam-and what 
Kollek describes as "the 
deteriorating atmosphere to the ci- 
ty. So far Begin has not replied, and 
meanwhile Kollek is hoping that 
police will Indeed step up their 
patrols to guard the sites from at- 
tack.

1 ‘poop- so oops ' ' and obeying other law* concerning their 
“best friend," they may find their dogs In the coop and 
themselves in the soup. 

The Tel Aviv Municipality will launch a campaign to 
rid the city streets of stray dogs and dog excrement 
next week. Groups of municipal Inspectors and dog- 
catchers will comb the city to search of stray ours, 
municipal executive member Arye Kremer announced 
yesterday. Stray dogs will be destroyed immediately, 
Kremer said. 

During the campaign, dog owners caught while their 
dogs defecate to a public place will be trained In the art 
of scooping up their dogs’ excrement Into plastic bags. 
This feat will be demonstrated by the municipal inspec- 
tors taking part to the campaign. Dog owners who 
refuse to collect their dogs' faeces will be fined. 

• According to the city laws, a dog appearing in public 
must always be leashed, muzzled and wear Its licence 


tags, Kremer said. 

The municipality decided to launch the campaign due 
to an Influx of stray dogs, which mess the streets. These 
stray dogs are part of the reason that Israel was 
declared a rabies Infected state, Kremer claimed. 

Stray dogs and cats, living on the fat of the city's gar- 
bage piles, multiply rapidly and their number la now es- 
timated at over a, 000, Kremer noted. He added that the 
Israel Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
cannot handle the problem. 

In the Khe*a4t yesterday, Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg said that the ministry and the local authorities are 
aware of the problem of the dirtying of streets by dogs. 

He was replying to a parliamentary question by Yosef 
Tamlr (Shall . who noted that New York City, for exam- 
ple, had successfully attacked the problem by imposing 
heavy fines and scrupulously enforcing the law. 

Burg said that the ministry was now preparing a 
model by-law on sanitation, which would also Include 
regulations designed to prevent the dirtying of 
sidewalks by dogs.

Soldier spat on by Arab 

Dov Shilansky (Llkud-Herut)

Bar Association Law 

The Knesset on Monday passed 
on first reading a number of 
amendments to the Bar Association 
Law, including one requiring 
lawyers to submit to a medical ex- 
amination if there is reason to 
lieve they are suffering from 
ental illness. 

Another amendment provides 
that s' member of the national coun- 
cil of the Bar Association who is ab- 
sent from three successive 
meetings without good reason shall 
forfeit his post. 

This led Dov Bhllaniky (Llkud- 
Herut). when he spoke in the 
debate, to suggest that the Knesset 
follow this example. Candidates 
fight tooth and nail to get elected to 
the Knesset but many, after they 
arc elected, leave their seat empty 
and noglect their duties, be charg- 
ed.

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Ministry dictates new 
kindergarten fee scale

The Education Ministry yester- 
day decided to impose a three-level 
pricing system on the country’s 

private kindergartens. The move 
came following weeks of fruitless 
negotiations with the Association of 
Private Kindergarten Teachers. 

A ministry spokesman an- 
nounced that the fees will be deter- 
mined by each kindergarten's ser- 
vices and status. 

Since September, 297fl all private 

kindergarten* have been allowed to 
charge up to ILX.350 per child per 
month. 

The ministry yesterday an- 
nounced that private kindergartens 
licensed by the ministry on the 
basis of their adequate service* and 
fac 1 title a may charge up to IL1.630 
per month. 

Kindergartens holding only tem- 
porary licences, whose extension is 
contingent upon raising their level 
of services and facilities, may 
charge up to IL1.S10. 

Unlicensed kindergartens, whose 
operators have not applied for 
ministry licences, may charge up to 
2L1.300. 

The council of the Private 
Kindergarten Teachers Association 
met last night to decide on a 
response to the government move. 
Observers believed they would re- 
ject the three-tiered pricing system 
as too low. 


Most Israelis, however, will 
probably regard the dispute as 
purely academic as the private 
kindergartens have traditionally 
charged whatever the market 
would bear, despite ministry 
guidelines. 

Ministry supervision of the coun- 
try's private kindergartens la in- 
adequate, ministry officials admit. 
At least half of the kindergartens 
operate without any licence and 
even the existence of many of them 
is unknown to the ministry. 

There is a nationwide shortage of 
p re -compulsory kindergartens, tur- 
ning the field Into “a seller's 
market.*' Most Jerusalem 
kindergartens charge between XL2.- 
000 and IL3.000 for an 8 a.ra. to l or 2 
p.zn. day. Parents are unwilling to 
complain, as the closure of 
kindergartens will leave them 
without day-care facilities for their 
children. 

In recent months the 
kindergarten teachers demanded 
that the ministry allow them to 
raise their feea to Just over IL2.000, 
In line with cost increases due to In- 
flation. 

About six weeks ago, on the basis 
of an experts' committee report, 
the ministry decided to allow an in- 
crease of feea up to ILI.890. But 
parents around the country 
protested. 

Attempts to reach agreement 
with kindergarten teachers on a 
lower sum failed. 


Actor didn’t know girl was a minor 


TEL AVIV Utimi. — The trial of 
pantomimist Ya'aeov (“Juki") 
Arkln resumed yesterday to Tel 
Aviv District Court. Arkln. 47, Is 
charged with having sexual 
relations with a minor and was first 
brought to trial two years ago. 

Ar kin's attorney, Zvl Lideky. said 
his client admitted having sexual 
relations with the girl from 
December 1973 to October 1978, but 
did not know she was only 18 years 
old at the time. 

The police presented documents 
stating that Arkln wanted to take 


revenge on the young girl's mother. 
Arkln had been teaching the girl 
ballet. 

The girl's mother called Arkln 
twice and told him that she was 
withdrawing her daughter from the 
classes and would not pay Arkln. 
However, the girl continued to at- 
tend the ballet lessons without her 
mother's knowledge. 

A witness for Arkln, a former stu- 
dent and girl friend of the defen- 
dant. said that the girl looked and 
acted os If she was about 18 or 19. 
The trial was adjourned.

WASHINGTON. — Soviet forces

They es- 
timated yesterday the Russians 
have suffered 2,000 killed or 
seriously wounded in nearly a 
month of fighting. 

Pentagon officials cautioned that 
, the estimate of Soviet casualties 
was only a guess, based on the 
number of medical evacuation 
planes leaving Kabul airport and 
the number of ambulances lined up 
there. 

Officials believe that the Soviets 
now have about 80.000 combat 
troop* in Afghanistan, plus three 
squadron* of fighter-bombers and 
aeveral squadron* of helicopter 
guns hips. 

On Monday night the U.S. 
Defence Department dLscloaed that 
U.S. B-52 bombers were to begin air 
surveillance missions to the Indian 
Ocean and Arabian Sea area 


Poison fumes cause London evacuation 


LONDON (UPI). — Police staged 
the biggest evacuation of London’s 
Dockland area since World War 27 
early yesterday morning when fire 
and explosions at a chemicals 
warehouse unleashed deadly 
cyanide fumes among nearby 
houses. 

Police said about 20,000 local 
resident* were moved from an area 
extending 3 km around the 
warehouse in buses and trucks to 
spend the night in schools and 


church halls outride the danger 
area. 

The fast evacuation kept 
casualties to a minimum. Eleven 
resident* and six firemen were 
taken to hospitals for treatment 
after Inhaling fumes, but only two 
of the residents were kept in 
hospital. 

Police said fumes of sodium 
cyanide and sodium chlorate were 
released by the fire, but apparently 
not In sufficient quantity to do much 
damage.

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Bush leads Reagan in GOP vote 


Carter rides high after 2:1 Iowa victory 


DBS MOINES, Iowa (AP). — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter, back 
from the political depths, fry taken 
command of the race for the 
Democratic Party presidential 
nomination, and now it Is Senator 
Edward Kennedy who has to prove 
himself. 

hi Iowa's Republican Party com- 
petition. George Bush, former UN 
ambassador and director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, led 
Ronald Reagan and emerged as the 
Californian's principal rival for the 
nomination. Republican returns 
were incomplete, but Bush claimed 
victory whatever the final tally. 

Iowa belonged to Carter, by a 
landslide, but in a month the two 
will face down again — in 
Kennedy’s territory. 

Kennedy shrugged off the loss in 
Iowa, but his candidacy probably 
could not survive a defeat in New 
Hampshire, where the next test 
takes place on February 36. 

The I ova vote was recorded In 2,- 
581 precinct political meetings, 
which chose delegates to county 


caucuses and apportioned the 
state's votes tor a I960 presidential 
nominee. Wltb 2,122 precincts 
counted. Carter had won 59 per cent 
of the precinct level delegates, 
■Kennedy had won 81 per cent, and 
10 per cent were uncommitted. 

The projected lineup for 
nominating' votes at the national 
convention was 29 for Carter, 10 for 
Kennedy, 5 uncommitted, and l yet 
to be awarded. Final computations 
could alter those totals, but no 
matter what, both men are still a 
long way from the 1,666 delegate 
votes needed for nomination. 

Iowa Republicans changed their 
party’s campaign landscape by 
awarding Bush his narrow edge 
over Reagan. With 1,688 precincts 
counted. Bush had polled 88.7 per 
cent of the vote, compared to - 
Reagan's 27.2 per cent. Senator 
Howard Baker was a distant third. 

For Reagan a defeat could be 
devastating. He hardly cam- 
paigned in Iowa, and that could 
raise doubts about the stamina of 
the 68-year-old former actor. Since 


he had been the clear favourite to 
win, Reagan's close second looks 
much like a defeat. 

About six months ago, an Iowa 
poll said 49 per cent of the state's 
Democrats preferred Kennedy and 
26 Carter. By December, a similar 
poll, conducted by "The Des Moines 
Register." made it Carter 57 per 
cent to Kennedy 25. 


California Governor Edmund 
Brown, who got virtually no support 
in Iowa, nonetheless suggested that 
Kennedy's campaign was dead. “It 
now becomes my responsibility to 
mount the challenge," said Brown. 


In a season of 86 presidential 
primary elections, Iowa was only a 
preface. The next set of contests all 
are in New England, with 
Massachusetts and Vermont 
balloting on March 4, a week after 
New Hampshire. 

Then the primary competition 
moves south, to Carter country. 
Georgia, Carter's home state, 
Florida and Alabama all vote on 
March 11.

Death toll reaches 222 in Canadians 


Colombian bullring disaster expel three 


Widow of Afghan leader 
hits U.S. defence of Amin 


BOGOTA (UFI). — The death toll 
In the collapse of a makeshift triple- 
deck bullring stadium rose past 220 
on Monday, with 100 other people 
seriously or critically Injured in 
Slncele jo, on Colombia's Caribbean 
coast. 

Police in Slncele jo said 222 bodies 
had been recovered from the 
wreckage of the rains -soaked bull- 
ring that collapsed during a wild 
amateur bullfight. 

Hundreds of people wandered the 
streets of the town, weeping or ex- 
changing condolences for relatives 
lost In the tragedy. Dozens of 
funeral notices were pasted on 
walls throughout Slncelejo. 


An estimated 40,000 people were 
in the stands, on the field, or at con- 
cession booths around the bullring 
at the time of the tragedy. A mass 


funeral was held for the victims 
whose bodies were recovered and 
identified after the disaster. 

City officials said the Slncelejo 
“CorraJejae” — the event that led 
to the tragedy — would never be 
held again. The event is similar to 
Spain's running of the bulls and it 
had been the high point of the city's 
annual festival. 

The bullring is a huge makeshift 
structure of wooden poles, Umbers 
and boards that is put up hastily 
every year in time for the festival 
and then taken down again. Heavy 
rains had soaked the ground before 
the event, turning it to mud beneath 
the stands erected without a solid 
base. Authorities said the collapse 
occurred when spectators surged to 
the rear of the flimsy triple-deck 
wooden stands seeking shelter from 
a sudden torrential downpour.

Yugoslavs, Soviets seen chess champs 


SKARA, Sweden (UPI). — After 
three rounds of the European chess 
team final an Sunday, .it looked as if 
Yugoslavia and the Soviet Union 
would be fighting for the gold 
medals, both having achieved ex- 
cellent results In round three. Israel 
was in third place. 

The Soviet Union was leading 4.5 
to 0.5 against Sweden. The match 
between Soviet world champion 
Anatoly Karpov and Ulf Andersson 
of Sweden was adjourned hi an un- 
clear position, while former world 
champion Mikhail Tal, also from 


the Soviet Union, seemed to be 
holding a lost position against Lars 
Karlsson, observers said. 


Yugoslavia was leading 2J5 to 1.5 
against Israel, and after the ad- 
journed games are completed, it 
was expected Yugoslavia would 
take a lead of 6.2, according to one 
chess expert.

Top Soviet scientist quits government post 


OTTAWA (Reuter). — Canada was 
yesterday embroiled in its second 
Soviet spying scandal in two yean 
after the government ordered three 
Soviet embassy officials here to 
leave the countary. 

External Affairs Minister Flora 
Macdonald said the three men — 
two military attaches and a driver 
— had been Involved together with 
an unidentified American In- es- 
pionage against the U.S. 

She said they bad paid at least 
SI. 000 a time to an American 
“employe d in a sensitive position in 
his own country" for classified U.S. 
information over the past 16 
months. It was banded over secret- 
ly in the Ottawa area, she added. 

(In Washington, the U.S. govern- 
ment refused to Identify the 
American or make any comment on 
the affair.) 

The three men. Identified as 
military attache Igor Bardeev, who 
has the rank of first captain, his 
assistant, Colonel Eduard 
Aleksanjan, and chauffeur V. Z. 
Sokolov, — were given one -week to 
leave Canada. 

No details were disclosed about 
the mystery American, who Mac- 
donald said was neither a civil ser- 
vant nor a military man, or the 
secrets he was said to have sold. He 
was in the U.S. and his prosecution 
was a matter for U.S. authorities, 
she said. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — The 
widow of assassinated Afghan 
leader No or Mohammed Taroki 
sent an “angry and Indignant" 
letter to U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter accusing him of supporting 
her husband's murderer, a UN 
document stated on Monday. 

Tarakl'a regime was overthrown 
last September In a coup led by 
Haflcullah Amin, who was himself 
ousted and assassinated by 
Moscow-backed forces in 
December.

— Iran Air grounded 
all its aircraft yesterday as a 
gesture of mourning for 120 
passengers and eight crew 
members killed when a domestic 
flight from the eastern city of 
Mashad crashed on a mountainside 
near Teheran on Monday night. 

Two Soviet economic advisers 
were among four foreigners aboard 
the Boeing 727 which came down In 
heavy fog in the EQbora range, 
northeast of Teheran. There were 
no sur v i v ors. 

The daughter of the late Iranian 
leader Mohammad Mossadegh was 
also reported among the 
passengers. Mansur eh Matine- 


Daftary, Mossadegh's daughter, 
also was the mother of 
Hedayatollah Matlne-Daftary, the 
National Democratic Front leader 
who went underground after a 
quarrel with the Islamic regime. 

Rescue teams bad, by late yester- 
day afternoon, recovered all but 
one of the bodies from the snow- 
covered slopes of Mount Barjln, a 
former royal hunting ground. 
Wreckage was spread over a wide 
area. 


It was the first crash in Iran Air's 
18-year history, the airline said. Its 
cause has so far not been deter- 
mined.

The government also sought to 
allay fears In India of a militarily 
strong Pakistan, by assuring New 
Delhi it bad no aggressive designs 
on any of Its neighbours. 

In a Foreign Ministry statement, 
Pakistan' said It had tried con- 
sistently to establish friendly ties 
with the Soviet Union, but the 
development of a closer 
relationship .was not .possible as 
long as Soviet troops remained in 
Afghanistan.

TWO WEEKS went by. 

By this time, the hope that Malla 
and JMek had reached safety gain- 
ed strength In our hearts.

They were in Belak and would be 
brought to Auschwitz. 

Our despair knew no bounds. 

We knew what awaited fugitives. 

In the light of the unabatlng wave 
of escapes. Berlin had decided to 
end such attempts once and for all: 

One fine day we saw an elderly 
woman standing at the gates of the 
men's camp with a large placard on 
her breast reading: ”1 am the 
mother of a prisoner who once fled 
from Auscbwlte." 

In addition, every escape that 
was deliberately planned and 
prepared (food supplies, monsy, 
civilian clothes) was now 
punishable by death and not by 
hard labour as before. 

If an inmate escaped in prison 
clothes and then acquired civilian 
wear, he was guilty of robbery and 
sentenced to death by hanging. This 
supreme penalty was also to be in 
the fate of all Jewish Inmates 
attempting to escape. 

Malta and Edek came under this 
new Berlin decree. 

Their escape was well planned 
(the 88 clothes) and, apparently, 
carried out with outside assistance. 



THE TESTIMONY of both gave the 
following picture of their escape; 

Malla and Edek hod left the camp 
separately after lunch that Satur- 
day. At this time, the SS usually left 
for the town of Oswienclm (Osven- 
tim). and Malla and Edek passed 
the guard posts without difficulty. 

They were to meet on the shore of 
the VUla. 

Edek, lying in the gran by the 
river, waited Impatiently for Mails 
to reach the appointed spot. It was 
Sunday, with many people strolling 
along the river bank. Finally, at 
dusk, he noticed the dark silhouette 
of an 88 raincoat. It was Malla. 
They had decided to reach 
Slovakia, but were delayed In Belsk 
on the way. Perhaps they were 
waiting for Instructions, or guides? 

Several days later they arrived at 
the border and attempted to cross 
It It was a dark night, and they 
wandered In the mountains until 
they came upon a house. It turned 
out to be the customs post. The of- 
ficials there regarded the SS couple 
with curiosity and decided that they 
were deserters, for Malla and Edek 

had given false names. They were 
returned to Belsk. where the truth 
quickly emerged. The two fugitives 
were delivered to Auschwitz. 

They were placed In the Bunker, 
from which they were brought for 
questioning.

MALTA’S execution wss meant to 
moke an Impression on the inmates 
and serve as a terrifying example. 
This decision was taken by the chief 
woman supervisor, Mandel and 
Senior Supervisor Urcchsler. They 
achieved their purpose insofar as 
Malta’s execution made an impres- 
sion on the hearts of the Inmates. 

A general summons was Issued 
for the entire camp to attend. 
Ober&ufsegerin Mandel addressed 
the inmates. Inviting them to see 
how the Jewess, who dared escape 
from the camp, would pay tor her 
boldness: she, M&ndel ordered, 
would be burned alive. 

Malla was brought to BIrkenau 
from Auschwitz, her wrists slashed 
by a razor blade she had managed 
to conceal.

She struck him in the fare 
with her bloodied hands. 

Legend has it that Malla told this 
SS officer. "I will die like a hero, 
and you will perish like a dog!" 

He retorted by breaking her 
hand. 

It has been ascertained that after 
the assembly. Malla. bleeding 
profusely, was removed to the 
clinic. As night fell, a cart arrived 
to take her to the crematoria In 
Bzezlnki.

In her body, but her unbroken spirit 
soared over BIrkenau to become a 
symbol of fortitude and heroism.

With China opening up to the 
West, Hong. Kong has become s 
boss of operations for c great 
number of companies from all over 
the globe which are preparing to 
capture their share of a potential 
market of 800m. consumers. This, 
of course, has led to a tremendous 
demand for the more luxurious 
apartments;, and rents in excess of 
$4,000 per month are not un u sual to

-strongholds. Now that oil Is ap- 
parently extractable from the 
South China Sea.- the demand for 
housing has Increased once again,

BUT DESPITE the changing 
character of the colony, there are 
still pearls of authenticity to be 
found. The mah-Jong dens, which 
literally shake with the jiggling of 
Ivory cubes, and In which huge 
sums of money change hands in 
ways Incomprehensible to the 
stranger. The morning exercises in 
the city's parks by young and old. 
who seem to be In a trance aa they 
go through a series of fluid, ballet- 
like movements that seem to be 
religiously rather than physically 
Inspired. The traroconr and the food 
stalls: the outdoor night markets 
and the floating restaurants. The 
" unbelievable crush of humanity 20 
hours a day and the depressing traf- 
fic jams. The constant hustle and 
bustle of a metropolis which is 
nothing but a small island and a 
slither of mainland, importing Its 
water from China and its govern- 
ment from Britain. 

The people of Hong Kong appear 
to be completely apolitical. There is 
no evidence of any movement aim- 
ed at securing Independence, or 
getting rid of the British. . The 
cricket pitches are as much part of 
the place as the boat people; the 
Rolls-Royces (almost as common 
as Flats In Italy) are as indigenous 
as are rickshaws. 

Hong Kong Is a wonderland 
where you light upon something 
new around every corner. There Is 
one thing, though, that the Hong 
Kong authorities are trying very 
hard to hide: the refugee problem. 

Those who have managed to in- 
filtrate the British net around the

island live In fear of deportation; 
those who have been allowed in by 
the British have been confined to 
D.P. camps behind barbed-wire 
fences. Huge signs warn one that it 
la forbidden to take photos, but the 
crowded conditions cannot be com- 
pletely hidden from the view of 
anyone taking a busrlde past those 
former military camps. 

The preoccupation of the British 
troops- and the press with the 
refugee problem and the pictures pf 
British troops apprehending some 
poor wretch who has risked death in 
shark-infested waters In the 
attempt ~to find a bearable life can- 
not but conjure up thoughts of what 
once happened on our own shores. 
And while one can understand the 
reasons tor trying to keep Hong 
Kong’s population within 
manageable bounds, one cannot but 
wonder by what right Britain dic- 
tates which aide of the Chinese 
border a Chinese should Uve, or 
why her armed forces should be 
spending so much time, money and 
energy on the job. 


THE VISITOR to Hong Kong, we 


arc told, spends an average of three 
nights on the Island. By then he has 
seen the sights, done his shopping 
and eaten his fill of Chinese food. 
Restaurants are, tor the most part, 
excellent but far from cheap. As op- 
posed to Singapore, one is advised 
not to eat from street stalls or drink 
tap water. 

Hotels are not cheap either, and 
money seems just to disappear, 
despite — or perhaps because of — . 
the undeniable fget that consumer' 
goods are cheaper here than almost 
anywhere else on earth. What 
happens If you have a weak 
character is that you land up with a 
bargain watch you never Intended 
to buy; a new model camera to 
replace your old new model: a 
string of pearls you simply couldn’t 
refuse; a dozen new $15 calculators 
for your secretary and brother-in- 
law and closest friends; three suits 
made to measure overnight, which 
you will never wear again: and a 
collection of genuine jade that will 
be shoved on the lounge 
mAntolpiece and forgotten. 

Such Is Hong Kong, and such is 
the way of anyone who enters !t. 


Once past passport control, even 
the most stoic of travellers 
becomes on Instant consumer, 
which is why the thousands upon 
thousands of shops all selling exact- 
ly the same merchandise make a 
very good living. 

Thus, laden with all those un- 
necessary necessities, (fortunately 
the acoustically-controlled racing 
cor for only $88 was too bulky to fit 
.into the newly-purchased suitcase) , 
We set off for Bangkok, about which 
we had heard so much and yet so lit- 
tle. For as we were to discover, 
Bangkok is a very personal affair, 
and it is not surpirsing that people 
are hesitant about sharing their ex- 
periences.

IT HAS BEEN SAID that if you'd 
put a roof over Bangkok, you’d 
have the largest whorehouse in the 
world. Whether that Is true or not, 
no city could be more proud of its 


the only country In the East that 
has never suffered from a 
protracted foreign occupation try- 
ing to instil foreign values. One 
could spend weeks systematically 
going through the temples —.there 
are 15.000 in the whole country — 
the palaces, the floating market, 
the furniture shops and the collec- 


THE THAIS should be worried by 
events in neighbouring Cambodia, 
but they are not. They should be 
worried by the corrosive effect of 
the millions of Western and 
Japanese tourists — not to mention 
the hundreds of thousands of Cam- 
bodian refugees — on their way of 
life, but they are not. 

The country is over 95 per cent 
devout Bhuddlat and every male, to 
this day, regardless of family 
background, spends three months 
in a monastery. They should be 
worried about the population explo- 
sion. but seem to be doing nothing 
about it. 

There have been no efforts to 
come to grips with the corruption 
that has permeated every level of 
■ government and life in the country, 
but they xmile and come to terms 
with yet another fact of life. 

One thing they will have to solve 
soon, however, are the traffic 
problems of Bangkok which. It 1s 
said, has 1,550 km. of roads and 1,- 
850 km. of cars. It is unbelievable. 
And what makes the traffic worse Is 
the noise. Apparently the more 
noise made by the vehicle, the 
greater the machismo of toe driver.

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A DOCTOR'S NOTE BO OK /Dr. David Samson 


LAST YEAR it was rubella — Ger- 
man measles; this year, if recent 
clinics are anything to go by, It will 
be varicella — chicken pox. That 
seems likely to be the predominant 
Infectious disease that will affect 
children in the coming months. I’ve 
already seen one wave of coses, and 
os the incubation period is about 
two weeks, I am waiting tor further 
cases to appear any day now. 

Chlckenpox — it has nothing to do 
with poultry — is invariably a 
trivial childhood condition caused 
by a virus that can be specifically 
Identified In special cell cultures. 
The same virus also seems to be 
responsible for shingles, which L 
discussed In a previous article. 

Shingles is usually an infection 
affecting adults and la characteriz- 
ed by chlckenpox-Uke spots con- 
fined to a well demarcated section 
of tho body. Many who get It report 
that they had chlckenpox when they 
were younger, and contrary to 
general opinion. I've encountered 
quite a number of cases of mild 
shingles In youngsters, too. 

Tho onset of chlckenpox In 
children is generally heralded by 
the appearance of a rash. In some 
cases. It may be preceded by a 
slight rise in temperature and a 
sore throat, but this Is uncommon. 
It is probably true, however, that 
the more severe this Initial 
(prodromal) illness, the more 
profuse and extensive the rash Is 
likely to be. Children from the age 
of a few months are susceptible to 
chlckenpox. but It Is usually 
kindergarten -age children who are 
mostly affected. 

As with many other childhood in- 
fections, It Is probable that some 
youngstors have a sub-clinical form 
of the condition — that is they 
become infected without develop- 
ing any outward manifestations. 

Once, it was important to make 
an accurate diagnosis of chicken- 
pox in order to exclude the much 
more serious diagnosis of smallpox, 
with which it could be confused. 
Now that smallpox has been 
eradicated, this is no longer a con- 
sideration. 


FOR DOCTORS and mothers alike, 
there la usually no difficulty in 
diagnosing chlckenpox once the 
characteristic spots become visi- 
ble. These usually begin as blisters 
on the surface of the skin, often 
resembling drops of water. After a 


day or two. they crust over, and 
after a further week or so. the scabs 
separate, leaving normal skin un- 
derneath. 

Typically, the spots are dis- 
tributed over the back, chest and 
abdomen, but the peripheries, in- 
cluding the face and scalp, usually 
get a fair share, too. A tew spots In 
the mouth and throat are not un- 
common either, and here the 
blisters burst early to become 
shallow little ulcers which may be 
locally painful. An unfortunate 
child may develop one In his eye, 
producing s mild conjunctivitis, but 
these also clear up without any 
problem. 

New crops of spots may continue 
to appear tor several days, but the 
whole condition is normally com- 
pletely over within 10 days. The 
only treatment sometimes needed 
Is an application of a soothing oint- 
ment or lotion for a child with a par- 
ticularly itchy ra ah. 

In children, complications of 
varicella are few. and indeed the 
only one common enough to 
warrant mentioning here Is secon- 
dary Infection of the spots. 
Scratching may open them up and 
render them liable to Invasion by 
bacteria. 

Chicken pox is highly Infectious, 
particularly so In its early stages 
when the virus is plentiful In the up- 
per respiratory tract and In the 
mouth. It Is by this route that most 
children probably catch the dis- 
ease. The fluid in the spots is also 
Infectious, but this seems to play a 
lens Important role in the spread of 
the disease. 

As with many other conditions 
which are generally the 
prerogative of children, an attack 
of chicken pox in a susceptible adult 
mny be much more serious and 
debilitating. The prodromal Illness 
Is often more dramatic, with a high 
temperature . headache, backache, 
shivering attacks, sore throat and 
rough, the true diagnosis only 
becoming obvious with the 
appearance of the rash. In such cir- 
cumstances, n severe form of viral 
pneumonia can develop, which may 
require vigorous treatment In 
hospital. 

For these reasons, It Is preferable 
to catch the disease In early life 
and. Indeed, It la probably true that 
In children, an aitnck of chicken 
pox holds less potential danger than 
ji rommon cold.

— Jordan Exploration, 
the one-time darling- of the Israeli 
Investment world, has published its 
semi-annual report which as of 
September 30, 1979 shows a loss of 
ILl2.lm. 

Paradoxically the loss came in- 
the wake of the company's most 
profitable period In its normal 
business operations. Income from 
rentals, services and Investments 
stood at IL,78..7m., for a heafty 74 
per cent rise since the March 
report. Profits for the period were 
up by no less than 210 per cent and 
stood at ILA.Om. 

The losaes incurred stemmed 
from the cancellation of an alloca- 
tion of shares to an interested party 
and cost the company ILlOm. These 
losses resulted directly from ex- 
change rate differentials, since the 
company had to make repayment 
In foreign currency. 

The consolidation of financial 


reports of overseas subsidiaries 
caused additional IL8m. in ex- 
penses due to rate differentials. The 
loss came to 80 per cent per share.

The shares of Jordan Exploration 
are currently trading at one third of 
their year's high on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange.

Ismail, who Is staying with his 
wife at the Dan Carmel Hotel, told 
77ie Jerusalem Poet that he is ac- 
ting for the import bualness of his 
uncle in Cairo, which deals mainly 
with water installations. 

Ismail contracted for the supply 
of 100,000 water meters from the 
Arad water meter factory at Kib- 
butz Dalla, to be shipped within one 


year of normalization. The contract 
includes an option for a similar 
amount of meters for the next year. 

Arthur Liamstein of the Arad 
management told The Poet that 
Ismail had undertaken to open a 
line of credit here at the end of 
February, if normalization takes 
place. Arad exports 88m. worth of 
domestic, industrial and 
agricultural meters a year. Its total 
production Is about U*200m. 

'Ismail said he had also signed 
provisional contracts, worth half a 
million dollars each, with the 
Carmel Pipe Fittings Company, a 
Haifa valves and pump company 
and with the Middle East Tube 
Company, a Koor enterprise, 
located in Acre. He plans to leave 
the country tomorrow.

parts of the package," The move 
was designed to boost foreign con- 
fidence In the dollar by showing 
other countries the U.S. was getting 
tough with domestic inflation.

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Budget discipline is vital 


IN HIS PROTEST against Finance Minister YigaeJ Hurvitz's 
bid to impose a take-it-or-leave-it budget proposal on the 
Cabinet, Housing Minister David Levy seems to have forgotten 
the recent past. Mr. Hurvitz's less autocratic predecessor 
Simha Ehrlich did hour to the will of his ministerial colleagues, 
as Mr. Levy demands. The result: three-figure inflation during 
the last year, and a two-thirds increase in the trade deficit. 

Mr. Hurvitz was brought back into the administration in the 
hope that he might save the economy from collapse. His figure 
of ILiOSb. is not "holy writ," but simply the outer limit of 
budgetary expenditure for the coming twelve months, if Israel 
is to begin to solve its economic problem. 

The finance minister is not concerned with the detail — how 
much is spent on what activity. But the Cabinet did make a 
collective decision on this point. It fixed on November IS that all i 
ministries would have the same monetary allocation as in the 
last budget, minus four per cent — except for two departments 
that would suffer no cuts at all: Defence, and Mr. Levy's own 
Housing Ministry. * 

The four per cent reduction provides a rough working guide 
for planning staffs. Details have to be elaborated by each and 
every ministry in consultation with the Treasury. What the 
finance minister is — and should be — involved with is overall 
limits. 

He is obliged to dig his heels in over this point, because budget 
discipline has been a consistent failing — both at the central and 
at the municipal levels — in Israel's deficit-prone administra- 
tion over the last 30 years. It has become an especially critical 
failing during the past two years. 

.It may be argued that Mr. Hurvitz is wielding his priming- 
hook indiscriminately, as though only quantitative con- 
siderations apply. There are other aspects to be studded. 
Eliminating the family allowance for the first two children 
saves money, but could, as Israel's leading statistician. 
Professor Roberto B&chi, point out, have quite a negative 
demographic effect. It could also, as Professor Haim. Ben- 
Shachar contends, wholly undermine his much lauded tax 
reform. 

Compensating wage-earners in part for rising prices may be 
disinflationary, but to tax their inflationary gains — a practice 
which the government is in the process of abolishing for com- 
pany profits — only arouses the opposition of the Histadrut Mr. 
Levy is right in saying that these and other economy measures 
must be considered and re-considered by the Cabinet as a 
whole, not just by Mr. Hurvitz. 

Which is why the figure of IL405b. is so Important. It is possi- 
ble to retain the family allowance and expand the housing 
programme and adjust tax rates and provide a larger budget 
for oil exploration and meet all sorts of other crying needs — 
provided a corresponding saving is made elsewhere, so that the 
government's total outlay does not exceed the targeted figure. 

Keeping down budgetary expenditure is the only way of com- 
bating inflation that does not push up prices or diminish incen- 
tives to work and invest. It will cause dismissals and unemploy- 
ment. Because the process is a planned ohe, the unemployment 
could be temporary or frictional, because there is still enough 
money in the national till to ensure that export industries grow 
and absorb more, workers. 

But should the hard expenditure-cutting decisions be post- 
poned too long, there may not, as Mr. Hurvitz keeps stressing, 
be enough foreign currency left in Israel to prevent real, chronic 
unemployment. The parliamentary Likud party seems to have 
understood that point on Monday. It is to be hoped that the 
Cabinet will understand it at its coming meeting next Sunday. 


A victory for Mr. Carter 


IOWA is one of the least populous of the United States of 
America. It is also one of the states that does not hold primary 
elections to the presidential party conventions, but .adheres to 
the older form of voting for delegates to the party caucuses. 

Thus, not too much should be read into President Carter’s 
sweeping victory over Senator Edward Kennedy in Monday’s 
elections to the Democratic caucus held in that snow-bound mid- 
Westera state. There is a long road leading from the Iowa vote 
through dozens of state primaries to the party convention in the 
summer. 

And yet, the psychological impact of Mr. Carter's victory in 
this first skirmish of the 1980 presidential elections should not be 
underestimated. 

The Iowa balloting had two especially interesting aspects. 
One was the relatively large voter turnout. The other was the 
magnitude of Mr. Carter’s victory, compared with bis pitiful 
showing in the earlier public opinion polls. 

A 25-30 per cent turnout for caucus elections is highly unusual 
in the politically apathetic U.S., and all the more so in a decade 
which has seen voter alienation reach unprecedented extremes. 
If one adds to this the inclement weather of the Great Plains at 
this season, and local concern over the impact of an embargo on 
grain exports to the Soviet' Union on this corn-growing state, 
such a turnout requires an explanation. 

The explanation evidently lies in the Impact of the dramatic 
confrontation with the Soviet Union over Afghanistan on the sen- 
sitivities of voters even in the relatively insular American 
heartland. 

Although not all the evidence is in, the pundits who have been 
predicting the end of the Vietnam- Watergate trauma, and a 
resurgence of America's will and power, may be right after all. 

In any case it is clear that all this has come as an electoral 
godsend to President Carter. 

But then again. Iowa is only the beginning of the road. 
Widespread popular support for Mr. Carter on his initial handl- 
ing of the Iranian hostages issue, and currently on the 
Afghanistan invasion, may erode and disappear if Mr. Carter's 
brave words and symbolic postures are not followed by effective 
action which the majority of a newly aroused American elec- 
torate can support. 
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Recent political upheavals in Central America highlight 
the need for Israel to reconsider its relationship, par- 
ticularly in regard to arms sales, to countries in that area, 
writes CAROL COOK. 
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WITHIN the next few weeks, the 
Knesset Finance Committee — and 
possibly other committees — are 
expected to investigate the ac- 
tivities of a representative of 
Israel’s military industries In Cen- 
tral America and Mexico. The State 
Comptroller la already looking Into 
the matter. Involving an Israeli- 
Mexican named Marcoa Katz, 
owner of a plastics factory in Mex- 
ico City and agent of Israel Aircraft 
Industries for Mexico and Central 
America. 

Katz allegedly arranged for 
delivery of a large shipment of 
GalU rifles .to the Somoza regime in 
Nicaragua in 1978 — after Prime 
Minister Begin had pledged that 
Israel would stop supplying arms to 
Somoza. 

Former Defence Ministry and 
LAI officials have also accused Katz 
of receiving excessively large com- 
missions for his work for IAI and 
other manufacturers of military 
goods. This is said to have blocked a 
deal, between IAI and an Industrial 
group in Monterrey, Mexico, for 
construction of an aircraft service 
installation. 

After allegations were made in 
the Hebrew press, MKs Gad- 
Ya'acobi and Micha Harlsh called 
for Knesset investigations. The 
case may serve to -focus attention 
on a broader subject Israel’s 
changing relations with Central 
America. 

The recent bombing of the Israeli 
embassy in San Salvador by a lef- 
tist group seeking “solidarity with 
the Palestinian people” was an un- 
pleasant indication of what has 
been happening to Israel's status in 
that troubled region, seething with 
revolutionary ferment. 

Central America Includes 
Guatemala, 1ST Salvador, Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, and 
the tiny British Colony of Belize. Of 
all the nations, only democratic 
Costa Rica, a rarity because it has 
no army, has been traditionally 
free of internal strife. Some ex- 
amples: 

In war-shattered Nicaragua, the 
new Sandfnista government is 
struggling to repair the damage 
done by a civil conflict that left 
60.000 dead, and 800,000 .home- 
less. They are fighting both the 
economic chaos left by Somoza and 
political opposition from the right 
and the left. 

In El Salvador, plagued with 
political violence for years, a 
fledgling military-civilian junta 
overthrew an unpopular military 
government last October 16. But the 
junta faces continuing opposition

from the’ far left and has not 
hesitated to use force to repress it. 

In Guatemala, political violence 
la a tact of daily life. Marxist 
guerrillas and anti -Communist 
vigilantes are killing each other by 
the hundreds every year.

In recent years a. new element 
has been added to Israel's-tles with 
the region. Latin America — the 
Central American countries includ- 
ed — has become a major customer 
for Israel’s military industries. The 
presence of Israeli military 
hardware has affected Israel's im- 
age in the area and opened the way 
for what happened in Nicaragua. 

The supply of weapons to Somoza 
made Israel look like a supporter of 
tyranny, and led to conflicts with 
Uic U.S., Costa Rica and Mexico. 

During the Nicaraguan civil war. 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica almost 
exchanged shots over the latter’s 
support for the Sandlnlstas and 
Nicaraguan invasions of Costa 
Rican territory. If they had, Israel . 
weapons might have been used 
. against Costa Rica. 

Just prior to the fall of Somoza, 
television audiences around the 
world witnessed a National Guard 
soldier kill an American journalist • 
with a Galll rifle. * 

After the Sandinista victory, the 
captured Galils became symbols of 
their triumph.- They presented one' 
to Cuba's Fidel Castro and another 
to Panamanian leader Gen. Dinar 
Torrijos — ail in the glare of the 
world's press. 

Israeli sources maintain that 
Somoza obtained at least 90 per 
cent of his weaponry from others — 
including the U.S., France and 
Spain. But Israel got most of the 
publicity. 

"The lesson of Nicaragua was 
that we suffered a political loss that 
was out of all proportion to the 
fact," says an Israeli 'diplomat ser- 
ving in Latin America. “My private 
opinion is that we should not sell 
arms to a friendly country that is on 
the verge of a civil War or to a 
friendly country that might go to 
war with another friendly coun- 
try... because whatever happens, 
wc'U be blamed.” 
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ISRAEL HAS traditionally main- 
tained friendly relations with all 
these countries. By chance, 
Guatemala was the first countryto 
vote at the United Nations In favour 
of the partition of Palestine and the 
establishment of a Jewish state. 
Israelis have trained youth leaders 


APPLYING these guidelines to 
Central America, one finds at least 
two countries — Guatemala and El 
Salvador — where the lesson of 
Nicaragua could well be repeated. 
Both seem locked in an eternal 
struggle between the “haves" and 
the "have-nots," between a "ruling 
elite and a mass of the desperately 
poor. 

Guatemala is a gem of a country, 
picturesque with mountain lakes, 
smoking volcanoes, and the bright 
costumes of Mayan Indians, who 


make up half of the population of 
about 6.5 million. Guatemala is rich 
in minerals and fertile land, where 
. coffee, cotton, bananas and .sugar 
cane are grown. Oil has been struck 
in fields near the Mexican border in 
the north. But only a minority of 
powerful farmers and industrialists 
share Guatemala's wealth. The to? 
dians live much as they did 900 
years ago. without skills or educa- 
tion, tied to a feudal peasant culture. 

The only serious attempt at 
change was made by Col. Jacobo 
Arbenz Guzman, president from 
195154. Arbenz promoted a series 
of social and agrarian reforms. In- 
cluding expropriation of forelgn- 
owned plantations, notably- those of 
the United Fruit Company. Arbenz 
was overthrown with the help of the 
CIA in 1964, and replaced by CoL 
Carlos Castillo Armas, who return- - 
ed the expropriated land, 

Castillo Armas was assassinated 
in 1957, and Guatemala was ruled 
by military juntas unable to control 
the growing unrest and terrorism 
from both right and left. In the ear- 
ly 1970' a, right wing ‘ president 
Carlos Araana Osorio crushed the 
growing power of the leftist groups. 
But the violence goes on, fed by 
frustration on the left and an anti- 
communist phobia on the right. 

Rightwing gangs like the Secret 
Anti-Communist Army and the 
United Anti -Communist Front bat- 
tle a proliferation of Marxist 
groups, notably the Guerrilla Army 
of the poor. An estimated 490 allege 
ed leftists were murdered In the 
first half of last year alone. 'Many 
suspect the government of backing 
the rightist campaign.
